SPEECH ON THE CAMKUON BILL 


This Senator Holds That Congress 


IB Clothed With Power to 


Recognize Cuba. 


WASHINGTON, January 25.—In the sen 


ate today Mr. Turpiu of Indiana char- 
acterized Captain General Weyler aa tin 
"Herod of Havana, the murderer of 
women and children" aod aa an *'Inde- 


. Bcribnble diminutive reptile," 


The Senator waa given close attention, 


hie aesoeiates taking eeataabouthimand 
the gallerieB tilling. Aa ha began.Senor 
Queflda and others of the Cuban repre- 
aentativea entered the galleries. Spain's 
title to Cuba, Mr. Turpie aaid, waa not 
one ube could alienate to any power bnt 
tho United States, nor could Spain re- 
tain her title to tho ialanda when ita in- 
habitants concluded that, the sovereigns 
of Spain and her advisers were cruel 
enemies und oppreesora of tho people. 
One of the great principles established 
in the Western Hemisphere was that a 
people held the inalienable right to es- 
tablish tboir own form of Kovernmtmt. 


The Senator traced the bloody strug- 


gle of Culm to establish its own form of 
government. There Iiftd not been ten 
years of peace since 1850. This present 
war waa but a eocoud period of the war. 
It waa inspired by the earns hopes and 
directed by the same leaders. The end 
in view was to throw of! Spain's control 
of Cuba and give it to the Cuban peo- 
ple.What was the United States to do in 
tins K&so'I 
Must eougreaa, he aeked, 


wait for the executive biancb to act? In 
answer he ureeisntetl many opiniona to 
enow that the "commerce clause" of the 
constitution, giving congress t power 
over commerce, was not restricted to 
trade and therefore was a commerce 
meaning "intercourse," and extended 
to the iutorcourae between tho United 
Stfitee and all foreign governments and 
people. 


This power of congreaa waa ap prim- 


ary and paramount, Mr. Turpie aaid, 
that congress could executo the powers 
of tho President oven to tbe appoint- 
ment of a postmaster, a minister or an 
umbftHBHilor, if tho executive branch 
failed to iiurform ite functions as eatttb- 
liHhed by law. When cougroea made a 
law (18 to the 
rolivtione which tho 


United States was to aubtaiu toward n 
foreign government, it could perfect nil 
acts to carry this low into execution, 
oven to tho appointment of temporary 
(Jililomiitic oiliuorB in case the executive 
failed to act. 
Die Hemitor Biild there waa close anal- 


ogy between the admission of a now 
state mill tlio recognition of a new gov- 
ernment. Uouureae hud the paramount 
power ae to admitting a etuto. When it 
made a law admitting a state, that statu 
must come in. The President might 
withhold tbo proclamation, ho might 
refuse tJ appoint ollicera, bat the law 
fltood and tliu elate must ultimately 
uame in. 
And, pending thia executive inaction, 


congress had the paramount power to 
name temporary federal ollicera for the 
new atate, in order that the law should 
not bo nullified. These and like powers 
and righta of oonirreSB wore primary, 
while that of the President was auxil- 
iary and secondary. By the name line 
of reaeoning Mr. Turpie beld that con- 
gress had tho right to recognko a nation 
aa it did a new atiito. 


Recognition of a now government 


might be made in several ways; by 
sending a minister, by receiving a mlu- 
iater, by proclamation or by treaty. But 
in all caaea, it was the execution of the 
auxiliary power. 


While tho preaident'a action waa final 


in euch ctieus, yet his inaction wag not, 
and congress, alter waiting a reasonable 
time, could direct the 1'reoldeat 
to 


recognize a new government and Bend a 
ininUter. Evurv lino of the constitu- 
tion, said Mr. Turpie, lead up to the 
supremacy of the people, ae represented 
by congress and not to the supremacy of 
tho President. Mr. Tnrpie aaid the 
passage of tbo Cameron resolution aa to 
Cuba would he the exercise uf but a 
email part of the paramount power of 
congress. 
Tho senator had at 
first, 


favored due deference to the President 
aa to Cuban resolutions, but owing to a 
recent statement by tbe secretary of 
atato, all deference had been put aside, 
ana if put aside on one hand, there was 
no obligation lor Ha obaervation by 
either side. 
At 2 o'clock the special order, the 


bankruptcy bill, waa temporarily leid 
aside to allow Mr. Tnrpie to proceed. 
Returning to the status of affaire in 
Cuba, Mr. Turpio oaid he had evidence 
before him that the Cubans had a com- 
plete organization, with courts, etc., aa 
far back aa October of Inat year. 


Spain herself admits the existence of 


a billigerent army, and all her acts are 
in recognition of the fact that war ia 
flagrant. If this waa not true why were 
' thetrocimabmltflcrosatheialand? Why, 


if not to prevent the insurgents from 
taking poasesokm of 
Havana? 
.The 


troclm Bhowtiil a limitation oi Spanish 
authority aa tbo Ro.nnn wall in llr'tain 
showed a limitation of Roman authority 
in that island. 


"How inconsiderate to say," said Mr. 


Turpie, "that tho death ol Macoo ends 
tho struggle. Macoo ie dead, but the 
Cuban cause Btill lives." 


He went on to speak of the fall of 


General Warren and General Montgom- 
ery in American annals. Their death a 
had not etopped tho independence ol 
the United States. The Senator re- 
called the circumstances of Maceo'a 
death and the report that Dr. Zortuchn, 
for $50,000, had betrayed Maceo to hia 
death. 
Spain 
winced 
under 
this 


charge, he said, and added: "This Gen- 
eral Weyler, who usea hia aword again Bt 
women and children; this general who 
meets the foe with paper bulleta; this 
Herod of Havana waa compelled to issue 
a denial of the report." 


The aenator threw intense vigor Into 


his characterization of the "Herod of 
.Havana," and there waa a noticeable 
etir in the galleries. "This indescrib- 
able, diminutive reptile who is termed 
captain-general of Calm," Mr. Tnrpie 
went on, "crave no title to Maceo in 
issuing this denial, although Maceo waa 
a major-general." Tho senator said Wey- 
ler'e conree recalled thatoi the enemies 
of the United States who addressed the 
first President ns "Mr. Washington.' 
Mr. Turpie paid a glowing tribute to 
Maceo. The existence of tho Cuban ro 
public with complete functions waa a 
patent that the recognition should be 
made before tho next sun seta. 


Speaking of the advantage of recog 


nizing the belligerency of the instir 
gents Mr. Turpie aaid it would give th 
insurgent government a etfttua in ieeu 
ing bonds; it would permit the grantin

Nahaolena, the latter being lady com- 
aaion to Her Majesty.

he lobby anil through the doors, which 
were thrown open by tbe tie here, to the 
ilue room, whore the President soon 
oined her.

It continues below zero aa far 
louth as tho Ohio valley, and it ia below 
reeling on the Texas coast and gen- 
erally in tho interior of the gulf atutes. 


The weather in generally clear tonight 


except in tbe St. Lawrence valley, the

libtricta, where local a now 9 art), re- 
lorted. 
The indications are that generally fair 
feather will prevail tomorrow in tbe 
entral valleys and on tho Atlantic coast 
lorth of Florida. The temperature will 
oatiuuelow and will rise alowly in the 
tatee of the central and upper Missis- 
ippi valley. U will be much colder on 
he southern Atlantic and east gulf 
oasts, with freezing weather in north- 
ern Florida.

Syracuse exper- 
ienced the worst snow storm of the year,

Fred Bauiuan, a laborer, was shot and 


killed Sunday evening by William Hill, 
who mistook Bauman for a burglar. The 
joccurence waa an unfortunate one, but 
no blame attaches to Mr. Hill, who fired 
only after repeatedly warning Bauman 
to leave bis premises and upon tho 
man's advancing towarde him it a threat 
oning manner. 


Mr. Hill lives with his family on Eaac 


avenue, ono and a half miles from town. 
About 7.15 o'clock Sunday evening, as 
the Hilla were retiring, they heard 
noises about the bouse. They listened 
for a few moments and then came a 
pounding on tho front door. Hill asked 
who was there and what was wanted, 
and the answer was a volley of curees. 
"None of your G—— d 
business!" 


shouted the intruder. 


Hill answered that ho would make it 


hie business and procuring his shotgun, 
which W&B loaded with No. 1 buckehot, 
he sallied out of the rear door. 
As Hill 


walked around the north side of tho 
house he heard the supposed robber or 
burglar coming around tho south side. 
Hill therefore hurriedly retraced his 
Btopa and reached tho northeast corner 
just aa Ban man arrived at the southeast 
corner of the dwelling. Hill ordered the 
fellow off tho place, threatening to shoot, 
and Bauman atarted to go. 


A few minutes later ho canio back, 


however, and again Hill warned him off. 
Banmun ripped out some blood curdling 
Odtha and rnado torraid tho barn, trying 
to open tho door. Hill asked him what 
be was doing there, and Bauman made 
the Game answer ho did when tho ques- 
tion was put to him before. Hill did 
hia utmost to get Bautnan to leave, but 
the man only became angrior. 


Finally Hill became convinced that he 


was taking too great a chance in parley- 
ing with the intruder and sternly or- 
dered him to leave. Hauman'a anawor 


is more curses. He threatened to do 


Hill up and virtually deiiud him to 
shoot. With tins ho advanced upon 
Hill, who had him covered with tbo

as he did not wish to kill him. Bau- 
niau grabbed hia knees and foil. Ho 
dragged himself to a faucet near tho 
house, saying "thia ia as good a place as 
any." 


After tbe shooting Mr. and Mrs. Hill 


wont to tho place of K. F. Ball, Mrs. 
Hill's father, for assistance. Mr. Ball 
and a neighbor iinmed John Smith ro- 
turned with the Hills and found Bau* 
man a few feet from whore he had 
fallen. Ho had bled coplouily and ap- 
peared very weak. The wounded man 
cave his name and stated he worked for 
Willinm Helm, He waa placed in a 
wagon and made aa comfortable na pofo* 
siblo, after which ho waa brought to 
town and taken to tbo jail, where Dr. 
J. L. Maupiii attended him. 


An investigation showed that 
tho 


popliteal artery had been badly ruptured 
above tho right knee by tbo shot. 
Bimman had very little life left in him 
when tho jnil wftfl reached and 
Dr. 


Maujiln merely administered tho usual 
remedies aa a mutter of duty, knowing 
thnt ho could not survive. In fact Bau* 
raan'e body waa almost drained of blood 
and though he revived sulllciently to 
answer a few questions concerning his 
name and occupation ho BhorUy there- 
after foil into a stuper and died. 


Tlio body was taken to McMastor's 


undertaking eaUhllehmont yesterday 
morning and l*at evening Coroner Long 
held an inquest on tho remains. Mr. 
and Mrs. Hill testified and told tho 
story glvon above- Frank Helm stated 
that he had known Bauman since July, 
1800, and that tho man had worked for 
his fathor, William Helm, at 
the

B hoped that come of Baumau'a fel- 


low workmen-would testify at the in- 
ipicst, but none of them put in an ap- 
pearance. It was plain from tho testi- 
mony that Baumun had only himeelf to 
blame for his fate and the jury's ver- 
dict was that be had como to hia death 
from hemorrhage ciuised by a gunshot 
wound inflicted by William Hill in self- 
de tonne. 


Lust evening Chris Ivoreon, a follow 


workman ol Bauman, informed a ltt> 
I'uni.icAN reporter that the dead man 
was about 35 years of age. Ho wns 
born in Germany, but when 3 years old 
wue taken to Sweden, wluiro ho grow to 
manhood. Ivcreon said Bimman waa a 
very good fellow when aoher, but when 
under tho Influence of liquor ho was 
quiirrcleomo and inclined to light. Mr, 
Iveraon believes Bautnan undoubtedly 
thought ho waa an hie own premises when 


I he went to the Hill residence. He had 
been drinking hard both Saturday and 
Sunday. Tho date of Bitiiman'a funeral 
liae not yet been eot. Ho may be buried 
by hie frienda.
